NEW  YORK:  A Queens  judge  has  ruled  that 
a man  never  was  legally  married  to  a 
person  he  discovered  to  be  a transsexual.

open  to  the  navel,  black  velveteen 
hot  pants,  knee  boots  and  eye  make- 
up  Typical  steelworker  attire! 


In  a Queens  Supreme  Court  decision.  Jus - 
tice  Albert  H.  Buchanan  ruled  that  the  de- 
fendant 'was  not  a female  at  the  time  of 
the  marriage’.  Justice  Buschmann  added 
that  current  medical  science  is  not  advanc- 
ed enough  to  change  a man  into  a woman. 
The  plaintiff's  lawyer,  Albert  Silbowitz, 
cited  a study  by  the  New  York  Academy 
of  Medicine,  which  maintained  that  men 
who  under-go  sex-change  operations  re- 
main, chromosomally,  male. 

In  a ruling  concerning  famous  sex-change 
model,  April  Ashley,  the  British  courts 
agreed  with  Justice  Buschmann. 

DETROIT:  "About  the  only  sure  test  of 

the  difference  in  men's  and  women's 
clothing'  stated  a Free  Press  fashion 
writer,  'is  based  on  anatomical  pro- 
portions that  would  call  for  a bra  or  a 
jockey  strap.  " He  was  testifying  at  a 

trial  of  a 23-year-old  male  who  was 
accused  of  wearing  women's  clothing. 

The  judge  ruled  that  this  was  within 
' contemporary  standards'  and  dis- 
missed the  charges  against  James 
LeGrande,  a local  steelworker.  What

BOSTON:  Transvestism  and  Trans- 
sexualism as  a disabling  factor  has  been 
accepted  by  the  Massachusetts  State 
Welfare  Department  in  the  granting  of 
Disability  As sistance  (DA)  to  Miss 
Rhoda  Williams  for  disability  based 
on  transsexualism.  Miss  Williams, 
a disabled  transsexual,  has  been  re- 
ceiving disabilty  assistance  since 
September,  1970,  pending  her  suit 
in  Federal  Court  against  the  Social 
Security  Administration  for  Social 
Security  disability  based  on  the  same 
medical  phenomena.  This  clearly 
indicates  that  those  persons  suffer- 
ing from  gender  identity  problems  are 
now  being  recognized  by  some  state 
bureaucracies . 

The  LOS  ANGELES  Times  reporter, 

Joan  Sweeney  in  reporting  a PSA 
hijacking  incident  casually  mentioned 
amongst  the  'colorful  collection  of 
passengers,  including  TWO  MALE

3.  Everyone  talked  to  on  the 
plane  commented  about  the 

"queens" 

4.  Not  too  unusual  as  this  SF 
to  LA  flight  offers  a 12  mid- 
night departure,  @ $10.  80 
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one  way  fare  and  is  'often'  a 
flight  where  marijuana  can  be 
smelled  and  a wide  variety  of 
individuals  and  dress  styles 
can  be  observed  including  an 
occasional  drag  queen. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE:  The  state  of  New 
Hampshire  has  moved  to  dissolve  the 
marriage  of  two  men. 

Attorney  General  Warren  Rudman  filed 
a petition  in  Hillsboro  County  Superior 
Court  recently  for  a declaratory  judge- 
ment dissolving  'the  marriage,  so  called' 
between  Francis  Mucka  and  Neil  Trudelle, 
alias  Tina  Marie  Truedelle. 

Rudman  acted  after  Nashua  City  Clerk 
Lionel  Gilbert  sought  his  advice  on 
what  action  to  take  in  the  case. 

Gilbert  said  that  the  couple  had  taken 
their  blood  tests  in  Concord  after  they 
had  failed  to  get  married  in  Lowell, 

Mass,  and  had  been  married  by  a jus- 
tice of  the  peace  who  didn't  realize 
that  one  of  the  men  was  in  drag. 

The  petition  also  asks  that  'the  marriage 
....  be  void  as  a matter  of  law  and  a- 
gainst  public  policy  of  the  state'  and 
that  Gilbert  and  the  state  Bureau  of 
Vital  Records  and  Public  Statistics 
be  ordered  to  destroy  or  correct 
all  records  'pretaining  to  this  marriage- 
so-called'. 

SAN  FRANCISCO:  The  annual  Beaux 
Arts  Ball,  at  the  San  Francisco  Hil- 
ton was  zapped  by  gay  activists  Oct- 
ober 24th.  This  is  the  event  where 
the  Empress  Candidates  made  their 
debut.  For  several  years  gay  lib- 
eration elements  have  picketed  the 
ball  claiming  that  this  type  of 
activity  is  not  constructive,  re- 
inforcing sterotyped  ideas,  and  is 
out  of  touch  with  the  real  world  homo- 
sexuals are  forced  to  live  iuo

Guild  which  oppresses  street  queens 
by  not  allowing  them  into  their  bars.  . " 
says  Rev.  Ray  Broshears. 

GERALDINE  A SLUR?  It  seems  that  some 
black  organizations  are  taking  more 
that  a dim  view  of  Flip  Wilson's  Geral- 
dine, arguing  that  his  flippant  character 
is  a slur  on  Negro  womanhood.  Could 
the  organization  be  a 'feminist'  group 
of  blacks?  Recently,  the  so-called  fem- 
inists in  the  homophile  movement  have 
been  putting  down  the  male  transvestite 
for  'role-playing'  of  all  things!  ! 

SAN  FRANCISCO:  In  a sweep  through 
the  Tenderloin  District,  forty-one  men 
in  drag  were  arrested  recently.  The 
arrests  were  made  between  midnight 
and  2 am.  Those  arrested  were 
charged  with  obstructing  the  side- 
walks and  wearing  women's  cloth- 
ing with  intent  to  deceive. 

Captain  Joseph  Flynn  said  there  have 
been  a number  of  complaints  recent- 
ly about  men  in  drag  trying  to  pick  up 
men  in  the  downtown  bars  and  hotels. 

CHAMPAGNE,  ILL:  According  to 
DRAG  staff  member,  Laura  MacAllis- 
ter,  the  cross-dressing  law  has  been 
eliminated  from  the  books  of  this  mid- 
western  town.  URBANIA,  111,  is  al- 
so considering  making  crossdressing 
legal.  The  Champagne  ruling  was  a- 

chieved  through  the  courts  due  to 
there  being  an  arrest  made  and  the 
individual  protested  the  antiquat- 
ed law.  Urbana's  Choice  to  legalize 
dressing  was  made  by  the  city  council. 
Urbana  is  the  home  of  the  University 
of  Illinois, 

DETROIT:  Detroit  gays  and  transves- 
tites are  plagued  by  arrests  under  a 
law  prohibiting  public  appearances  of 
men  in  female  attire.  An  entertain- 
er was  cited  the  first  week  of  September

Shakespeare's  Boy  Actresses 

By:  Laura  Me  Allister 

Beginning  with  the  fifth  century  in  Greece 
and  continuing  until  shortly  after  Shake- 
speare's death,  dramatic  productions  in 
western  culture  relied  upon  men  or  boys 
to  play  the  part  of  women.  The  reasons 
for  this  were  various,  depending  upon 
the  individual  age  and  country  in  which 
it  occurred.  In  Shakespeare's  time 
there  were  enough  leftovers  from  the 
earlier  age  of  chivalry  and  sufficient 
pressure  from  ecclesiastical  quarters 
to  prohibit  the  use  of  real  women,  for 
a while  at  least.  So  the  only  thing  an 
acting  troupe  could  do  was  to  train 
some  of  their  more  adaptable  young 
members  in  the  roles  of  women,  and 
since  the  audiences  had  never  seen  a 
woman  on  stage  ther  was  no  real  prob- 
lem from  that  standpoint. 

The  acting  profession  has  never  been 
highly  regarded  in  most  cultures  be- 
cause of  the  popular  belief  that  all  actors 
are  immoral.  Economic  circumstances 
in  Elizabethan  England  were  terrible 
enough,  though,  that  families  gladly 
turned  their  sons  over  to  acting  com- 
panies at  the  age  of  ten,  that  is  if  their 
son  was  fortunate  and  talented  enough 
to  be  accepted  as  an  apprentice,  be - 
cause  in  so  doing  they  rid  themselves 
of  one  hungry  mouth.  These  apprentice 
actors  would  move  in  with  one  of  the 
senior  members  of  the  troupe,  and 
there  for  the  next  two  years  they  were 
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taught  basic  acting  skills,  but  they 
were  particularly  groomed  to  play  the 
parts  of  girls  or  women.  The  train- 
ing period  included  learning  to  walk, 
dance  and  sing  like  a girl,  and  in  ad- 
dition the  boys  were  taught  the  mysteries 
of  make-up,  hair -styling,  and  how  to 
care  for  their  elaborate  and  expensive 
wardrobes  of  women's  clothes , After 
all  of  this  preparation  they  were  given 
minor  roles  on  stage  as  girls  or  young 
women.  This  usually  occured  between 
the  ages  of  twelve  and  fourteen.  If 
they  were  very  successful  during  these 
early  years  they  would  then  assume  the 
roles  of  such  leading  ladies  as  Lady 
Macbeth,  Cleopatra,  and  Juliet.  This 
would  continue  to  be  their  position  with 
the  company  until  their  voices  or  phy- 
siques no  longer  permitted  them  to  accu- 
rately portray  a woman.  At  this  point 
they  would  then  graduate  to  the  study  of 
men's  roles. 

Apparently  very  little  fanfare  was  lav- 
ished upon  these  actor-actresses.  Few 
of  their  names  are  known,  and  their  per- 
sonal lives  are  without  note.  Only  one 
young  actor,  Dicky  Robinson,  seems  to 
have  attracted  any  notoriety  with  his 


impersonations  of  women.  He  once  ap- 
peared at  a banquet  as  a lawyer's  wife 
and  successfully  pulled  off  the  deception 
until  he  revealed  himself.  It  was  con- 
sidered a minor  scandal.  He  apparent- 
ly is  an  exception,  however,  for  there 
are  no  other  records  of  the  time  that  in- 
dicate any  of  the  other  young  men  be- 
came permanently  addicted  to  wearing 
their  pretty  dresses  off-stage,  thorugh 
this  most  certainly  must  have  happened! 

One  final  note  about  the  productions  them- 
selves: sex  was  one  of  Shakespeare's  many 
important  themes,  and  his  young  "act- 
resses" did  indeed  play  passionate  love 
scenes  on  stage,  including  a lot  of  kiss- 
ing and  embracing.  However,  Shake- 
speare and  other  producers  of  that  time 
were  always  very  careful  to  remember 
that  those  were,  after  all,  boys  under- 
neath those  skirts,  and  so  there  was  al- 
ways great  care  taken  to  prevent  any  ex- 
cessive nudity  or  sexual  suggestiveness 
from  becoming  apparent.  If  they  had 
not  done  so  there  were  strong  Puritan 
f orces  in  London  always  looking  for  an 
excuse  to  close  the  theatres  down. 

This  of  course  eventually  happened,  but 
it  was  after  Shakespeare's  deatho  ■

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The  world's  oldest  profession  has  al- 
ways included  men  as  well  as  women, 
and  fairly  often  it  has  included  men 
dressed  as  women.  Almost  never 
have  the  customers  ( "Johns")  been 
unaware  of  which  genital  sex  they 
were  hiring  to  perform  a service. 

Many  female  impersonators,  especially 
those  living  full-time  in  drag,  earn 
their  living  as  prostitutes.  One  TV 
prostitute  we  met  doesn't  mind  tell- 
ing all. 

"Listen,  honey,  " a very  pretty  blonde 
says,  "let's  face  it.  Tne  average 
John  wants  a blow  job  and  he  doesn't 
much  care  which  sex  gives  it  to  him.  " 

This  statement  is  supported  by  socio- 
logical studies  of  prostitution  which 
indicate  in  America,  at  least,  that 
75%  of  all  'tricks'  are  fellatio  (oral 
copulation,  mouth  to  penis). 

"On  the  other  hand,"  our  blond  'sister' 
continues,  "I  don't  go  out  of  my  way 
to  disturb  the  image.  He  sees  a wo- 
man, he  buys,  and  I give  him  what  he 
wants.  If  he's  super-straight  why 
shake  him  up?  He  may  panic,  or  it 
may  take  him  longer  to  come.  " 

But  how  does  she  get  away  with  it? 
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"No  problem.  I always  have  'it'  tuck- 
ed pretty  well,  so  if  he  wants  a quick 
feel  between  my  legs  I just  pull  his 
hands  away  and  say  'I've  got  the  rag 
on,  honey.  ' That  cools  them.  If  he 
wants  to  play  with  my  titties  I just 
reach  over  and  start  to  unzip  him, 
saying  'I'm  just  dying  to  have  sex  with 
you.  ' 

"His  wife  never  said  that  to  him,  and 
probably  no  whore,  either.  So  we  get 
right  at  it.  " 

The  whole  process  is  made  much  easier, 
apparently,  because  so  much  of  the 
street  action  takes  place  in  cars  these 
days.  Even  cheap  hotels  cost  from  $8 
to  $10,  which  the  customer  seldom  wants 
to  spend,  and  hotels  also  seem  risky  to 
the  johns.  So  the  pickup  is  made  and 
the  car  pulls  over  to  the  curb  at  a dark 
spot  a few  blocks  away. 

It  isn't  hard  for  'sister'  to  convince  the 
trick  that  it  would  be  very  dangerous 
to  take  off  any  clothes  or  get  in  a com- 
promising position  involving  full  inter- 
course, because  a patrol  car  could 
come  Dy  at  any  moment.  And  so  she 
gives  him  fellatio  and  he  watches  out 
for  the  cops. 

Not  very  romantic,  but  to  each  his  own. 
Quick  service  is  an  American  tradition, 
in  any  case. 

It's  not  all  on  the  streets,  however.  One 
of  the  natioiis  most  famous  nightclubs 
featuring  female  impersonation  more  or 
less  forces  its  entertainers  to  work  as 
prostitutes.  The  'stars'  of  the  show  are 
paid  about  $60  per  week,  half  of  which 
is  in  cash.  If  the  performer  misses 
one  night  during  the  week  she  doesn't 
get  the  cash  half  of  her  salary.  Can 
you  imagine  such  an  unfair  arrange- 
ment? As  a result,  most  of  the  per- 
formers are  forced  to  hustle  their 
male  customers  to  earn  a living--not 
that  most  of  them  don't  enjoy  what  they're 


doing  (on  stage  and  off).  Some  of  the 
better-looking  'queens'  won't  even 
talk  to  a male  customer  unless  he  guar- 
antees a $50.  And  so  the  performer 
soon  learns  how  to  make  a living,  and 
the  act  on  stage  becomes  little  more 
than  a showcase,  a parade  of  what's 
available. 

Not  every  performer  hustles,  but  if 
you  are  a customer  and  in  the  i-iarket, 
you  probably  won't  get  turned  down 
too  many  times. 

Female  impersonators  "work"  in  some 
other  surprising  places.  In  one  major 
city  where  "dime  a dance"  girls  were 
so  popular  during  World  War  II  the 
female  impersonators  now  dominate 
the  scene.  Last  heard  that  90%  of  the 
"dancing  girls"  were  males  in  drag. 
Whether  the  manager  knows  the  score 
is  not  readily  apparent,  but  he  wouldn't 
be  much  of  a manager  if  he  didn't. 

One  of  the  girls  is  a celebrity  in  her 
own  right.  She's  been  called  QUEEN  OF 

. She  knows  every 

cop  on  the  street  and  they  seem  to  like 
her  very  much  and  let  her  tend  to 
business.  She  has  supposedly  been 
working  the  area  since  she  was  14  years 
old.  Now  in  her  mid-thirties,  she  has 
undergone  hormone  treatment  and  will 
soon  have  transsexual  surgery.  The 
fact  that  she  can  afford  all  the  medical 
attention  this  type  of  surgery  requires 
indicates  that  business  is  VERY  good. 

She  is  pleasant  and  appears  happy  and 
doesn't  have  the  'tired'  look  that  is 
depicted  in  most  movie  versions  of  the 
prostitute.  She  enjoys  her  work,  and 
she  looks  no  more  than  19  or  20, 

Recently  Lee  Brewster  of  Queens  Lib- 
eration front  appeared  on  a panel  dis- 
cussion of  transvestism  with  Sylvia  Ri- 
vera, Marsha  Johnson,  and  Bebe  of 
the  Queens  College  group.

HYDE-ING  IN 
THE  CLOSET 

DRc  JEKYLL  AND  SISTER  HYDE  is  a 
surprise  and  a pleasant  one«.  From  the 
title  one  might  expect  a sexploitation 
film.  The  advertising,  too,  hints  of 
exploitation,  though  of  violence  rather 
than  sex.  Happily  the  film  is  neither. 

Rather  this  is  one  of  those  low-budget 
thrillers  that  the  British  (particularly 
Hammer  films  in  recent  years)  do  so 
well. 

The  credits  state  that  the  film  is  "Bas- 
ed on  the  book  by  Robert  Louis  Steven- 
son". Presuming  this  book  is  DR.  Jek- 
yll  and  Mr.  Hyde  the  credit  should  at 
least  have  said  'loosely  based'  as 
little  remains  of  the  original  story  ex- 
cept the  idea  of  a formula  that  causes 
a transformation  and  the  familiar 
theme,  "There  are  some  things  that 
should  remain  unknown.  Doctor.  " 

The  major  differences  are  that  the 
potion  not  only  gives  Dr.  Jekyll  a 
different  personality  but  a different 
sex  as  well,  and  that  in  his  quest  for 
the  ingredients  of  this  formula.  Dr. 
Jekyll  (and  sister  Hyde)  commit  the 
murders  usually  credited  to  Jack  the 
Ripper.  This  is  certainly  the  most 
novel  explanation  of  these  crimes  so 
far. 

Now  this  might  sound  like  a lot  of  bo- 
ther to  go  to  just  to  change  into  a fe- 
male, but  the  doctor  is  after  more 
than  that.  His  real  goal  is  Eternal 
Life  and  the  sex  change  is  merely  a 
side  effect. 

We  don't  want  to  give  the  impression 
that  this  is  all  terribly  grim.  Brian 


Clemens,  the  writer,  and  Roy  Ward 
Baker,  the  director,  have  kept  things 
as  light  as  they  could  considering  the 
subject.  Not  only  have  they  produc- 
ed an  interesting  thriller  but  they 
have  taken  a sly  look  beneath  the  fa- 
cade of  Victorian  respectability. 

Clemens  throws  in  other  nice  touches 
particularly  designed  to  appeal  to 
mystery  buffs,  for  instance  having 
Jekyll  deal  with  Burke  and  Hare  the 
notorious  19th  century  criminals  who 
are  conveniently  transported  from 
their  native  Edinburgh  to  London  for 
purposes  of  the  story» 

As  we  have  come  to  expect  from  Hammer, 
all  the  technical  aspects  of  the  film 
(photography,  sound,  costumes,  etc) 
are  extremely  well  done.  Likewise  the 
acting  throughout  is  good  but  special 
mention  must  be  made  of  Martine  Bes- 
wick  who  plays  'sister  Hyde'.  She  is 
marvelous  at  portraying  subtly  the  fas- 
cination of  a man  who  suddenly  finds 
himself  in  a female  body  (and  enjoys  it). 
This  is  really  a marvelous  job. 

There  are  details  in  the  film  which  we 
would  quarrel  with.  For  instance  the 
idea  that  Jeckyll's  hair  could  double 
(or  more)  in  length  under  the  influ- 
ence of  the  drug  and  then  return  to 
normal  after  it  wears  off  couldn't  help 
but  conure  up  the  image  of  little  spring- 
wound  rollers  inside  his  head.  But  this 
is  merely  nit-picking  if  one  accepts  the 
basic  premise  of  the  film. 

All  in  all  this  film  is  great  fun.  It  pre- 
sents a lively  (and  probably  accurate) 
picture  of  Victorian  society  and  gives 
us  a chance  to  see  a fine  actress  por- 
traying feelings  that  most  of  us  have 
had  as  our  feminine  sides  were  releas- 
ed. Be  prepared  if  you  see  it,  though, 
to  be  a bit  wistful.  Despite  all  the  trou- 
ble Dr.  Jekyll  has  making  the  formu- 
la, when  one  sees  him  drink  it  and
